I  beg  to  submit  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year

The  number  of  births  registered  to  the  31st  of  December,  1897, 
was  524  (269  boys  and  255  girls),  giving  a  birth-rate  of  32*7  per 
thousand.  The  birth-rate  last  year  was  31 ‘46  per  thousand. 

For  the  same  period  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was 
202,  including  three  out  of  the  district ;  deducting  these,  would  give  a 
death-rate  of  ir8.  Excess  of  births  over  deaths,  325.

75  were  under  1  year ;  33  between  1  and  5  years  ;  7  between  5 
and  15  ;  16  between  15  and  25  ;  51  between  25  and  65  ;  20  above  65

Upon  the  births  registered  the  death-rate  was  124-12  per  thousand. 
Last  year  it  was  1  20  7.  This  should  not  be  if  proper  care  was  taken, 
in  the  feeding  of  infants. 
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Between  the  ages  of  1  and  5  we  have  108  deaths,  more  than  one- 

half  of  the  whole  number  for  the  year.  Out  of  the  108  deaths,  we 
have  14  from  premature  birth,  15  from  bronchitis,  and  1 2  from  other 
constitutional  diseases.  This  leaves  61  deaths  from  debility,  convulsions, 
gastro-enteritis,  marasmus.  If  proper  care  was  taken  in  the  rearing  of 
infants  these  latter  diseases  mentioned  should  not  be.

Giving  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  73. 

Scarlet  Fever  still  continues  to  be  very  prevalent.  All  the  cases 
have  been  mild,  there  not  being  a  death  from  it. 

Out  of  the  86  cases  of  infectious  diseases  only  12  have  found  their 
way  to  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital.  No  amount  of  persuasion 
can  overcome  the  mothers’  feelings  in  parting  with  their  children,  which 
only  proves  the  advice  I  gave  many  years  ago,  that  isolation  should  be 
made  compulsory  all  over  the  country.  But  I  cannot  help  remarking 
upon  the  mild  character  of  the  disease.  It  is  some  years  now  since  I 
saw  or  heard  of  a  malignant  case  of  scarlet  fever.

New  Bye-laws. 


I  am  sorry  to  say  we  do  not  get  a  better  set  of  bye-laws.  I 
quite  thought  that  after  we  had  imported  a  large  quantity  of  new  blood 
into  the  Council,  and  more  especially  as  they  are  composed  of  working 
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men,  that  they  would  have  seen  a  little  more  to  the  interest  of  their 
fellow  workmen.  I  have  frequently  complained  of  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  houses  built.  What  greater  proof  do  you  require  than 
that,  in  the  space  of  three  years,  floors  have  to  be  repaired  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  dry  rot. 

In  company  with  your  Inspector,  I  have  visited  the  whole  of  the  Cow  Byres, 
cow  byres  and  dairies.  The  cleanest  aud  the  best  byre  had  a  brick 
floor.  Your  Inspector  would  write  and  ask  the  owner  to  cement  it.  In 
another  small  place  a  pony  was  kept  alongside  of  the  cow.  I  would 
advise  the  removal  of  the  horse.  The  rest  were  in  fairly  good 
condition.

In  company  with  your  Medical  Officer,  we  have  visited  all  the  Cow  Cow  Ryres- 
Byres,  and  found  them  in  good  condition.  In  one  of  the  byers  we 
found  a  horse  ;  this  will  be  removed.  And  one  of  the  byer  floors, 
which  is  done  out  with  brick,  your  Medical  Officer  considers  should  be 
cemented.  This  I  will  attend  to. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  and  Butchers’  Shops  have  all  been  kept  in  Slaughter 

1  Houses,  &c. 

a  good  sanitary  condition. 

During  the  year  I  have  carried  out  your  Medical  Officer’s  Notification  Act. 
instructions  in  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases.  Disinfectants  have  been 
freely  supplied,  and  instructions  given.

NOTES  ON 

( See  also  Notes  on  hack  of  Table  A.) 


Note  1.  The  present  Table  B.  is  concerned  with  population,  births,  and  sickness  (not  with  mortality)  in  the  district 
or  division  to  which  the  Table  relates. 

2.  As  stated  in  the  heading  of  Col.  (a),  Public  Institutions  should  be  regarded  as  separate  localities,  and  the 
new  cases  of  sickness  in  them  should  he  separately  recorded.  Workhouses,  Hospitals,  Infirmaries,  Asylums, 
and  other  establishments  into  which  numbers  of  people,  and  especially  of  sick  people,  are  received,  are 
Public  Institutions  for  the  purpose  of  these  statistics. 

3.  Comments  on  any  unequal  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  upon  the  several  localities,  and  considerations  as  to  the 
local  incidence  of  Consumption  and  other  prevalent  diseases,  should,  be  made  in  the  text  of  the  Report. 
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The  subjoined  numbers  have  also  to  be  taken  into  account  in  judging  of  the  above  records  of  mortality.  See  Note  •>  on  back

Note  1.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  “  Combined  Districts  ”  must  make  a  separate  Return  for  the  District  of  each 
District  Council. 

2.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  acting  for  a  portion  only  of  the  District  of  a  District  Council  should  write,  in 
the  heading  of  the  Table,  the  designation  of  the  Division  for  which  they  act. 

3.  The  words  “  Urban,”  “Rural,”  or  “  Metropolitan”  must  be  inserted  in  the  appropriate  space  in  the  heading, 
according  as  the  District  is  Urban  or  Rural,  or  is  within  the  Metropolitan  Area. 

4.  The  “  Localities  ”  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  these  statistics  should  be  areas  of  known  population  ;  such  as 
parishes,  groups  of  parishes,  townships  or  wards. 

As  stated  at  the  head  of  the  first  column  in  each  Table,  Public  Institutions  should  be  regarded  as  separate 
localities,  and  the  deaths  in  them  should  be  separately  recorded.  Workhouses,  Hospitals,  Infirmaries, 
Asylums,  and  other  establishments  into  which  numbers  of  people,  and  especially  of  sick  people,  are  received 
are  Public  Institutions  for  the  purpose  of  these  statistics. 

5.  The  deaths  which  have  to  be  classified  in  this  Table  (A),  and  summed  up  in  the  horizontal  line  of  “  Totals,” 
are  the  whole  of  those  registered  as  having  actually  occurred  in  the  several  localities  comprised  within  the 
Division  or  District.  But  the  registered  number  of  deaths  frequently  requires  correction  before  it  can  give 
an  exact  view  of  the  mortality  of  a  Division  or  District ;  and  the  two  lowest  horizontal  lines  are  provided 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  indicate,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  what  the 
extent  of  such  corrections  should  be.  Details  concerning  the  corrective  figures,  e.g.,  the  institutions  that 
have  been  considered,  or  the  particular  localities  to  which  corrections  apply,  may  appear  in  the  text  of  the 
report  or  in  supplementary  tables.
